program notes 


Electroacoustic music occupies a strong position in Swedish music. In 1965 the "Sound 
Workshop", a fairly primitive studio of the classic "tape recorder” type was established at the 
Electronic Music Studio (EMS) of the Swedish Radio. Fylkingen, an association of experimental 
music and art founded in 1933, had already introduced musique concréte in 1952, followed by 
other concerts of electronic music from Cologne and Milan. Because of the efforts of 
Fylkingen, the many requests from individual composers, and the appointment of Karl-Birger 
Blomdahl as director of Music at the Radio, a large electroacoustic music studio was built at the 
Swedish Broadcasting Corporation, and opened in 1965 with Knutt Wiggen as Director. The 
EMS became an independent institution in november 1969, sponsored by the Royal Academy of 
Music. This also signified the switch over to the digital domain with a more powerful computer 
at the core of the system. 

In Stockholm other studios were soon established at teaching institutions, or were funded by 
private sources, resulting in a tremendous increase in production of computer and tape music. 
After the pioneering efforts of Knutt Wiggen, Bengt Hambraeus, Rune Lindblad and Karl- 
Birger Blomdahl, many composers started working in these new facilities - among them Lars- 
Gunnar Bodin, Sten Hanson, Jan W. Morthenson, Leo Nilson and Folke Rabe. 

Another important aspect of electroacoustics in Sweden has been the series of annual festivals 
devoted to Text-Sound Compositions, started in 1968 by Fylkingen and the Sveriges Radio. THese 
became a rostrum not only for the EMS produced works, but also for international poets and 
composers who were invited to Stockholm to realize and perform their works. 


Laurie Radford: Landlocked (1990) 3:00 

Laurie Radford studied at Brandon University (Manitoba, UBC and McGill University, and has 
studied and worked at the Banff Centre for the Arts (Alberta). He did post graduate studies at the 
Ateliers UPIC (Paris) and is now active in radio and stage productions. 

"From the center of a vast continent land stretching out endlessly in every direction, the waves 
and depths appear both menacing and enticing. ..an inexplicable fear of things submerged. ...of what 
lies below the sutface....the water lies so far away...or so It seems...” Landlocked was created 
using the Synclavier Il at McGill University and the UPIC system designed by lannis Xenakis 
(UPIC, Paris}. The work was mixed at the ems, McGill University, in July 1990". IR 


Bengt Hambraeus: Doppelrohr II (1955) 3:53 

Bengt Hambraeus, born in 1928, has been a pioneer of experimental music in Sweden. Since 
1972 he has been living in Canada, working at McGill University as professor of composition. 
Hambraeus was the first swedish composer invited to work at the legendary studio in Cologne. 
There, in 1955 he realised the piece we hear tonight. The title Doppeirohr (double reed) 
indicates that Hambraeus has used as basic materials the range of tones produced by an organ. 
Timbral manipulation became a very important compositional tool. His research in the domain 
of timbral content is in a way an extension of the “synthesizing” properties of the organ 
registrations, which Hambraeus -an expert organist and a composer of many organ works- 
"translated" and extended into electroacoustic music. 


Sten Hanson: Che (1968) 1:19 

Born in 1936, Hanson first emerged as an author of poetry and stories often based on motifs 
taken from the author's childhood environment in north Sweden. Since the 1960's he has been 
interested in new technologies particularly ones that allowed him to bring poetry back to its 
origin as spoken word. He is one of the most admired text-sound composers in Sweden. He has 
been very active in Swedish musical life, in Fylkingen and ISCM, of whose international
